eicc the «iu-3ivit7 is broken by a sort of 
cop shaped interval, at the farther end 
of which there is the stamp of what

teted a second peafc, of equal height to 
San Actoiiio, but which, turcngh some 
great cataclysm of nature, has been 
trcfcen off some 4,000 or £.000 feet 
atove the common base. 


Strangely encash, the peak of San 


Antonio is accessible to clever monn- 
taiiieeis. whereas the sister mountain — 
that is to gay, the broken off peak — is 
qnite the reverse. From the point -where 
it rises from tfee surrounding desert 
table land there ia nothing bat * §teep 
wall of volcanic rock, cot merely nun- 
deeds but probably * couple of thon- 
sand feet nigh. Indeed the only point 
v hence access ccoM ever be obtained 
to the TOtt-mU cf the sister mountain of 
San Antonio weald be from the cnplike 
interval winch divides the two, and 
mention of which has oeen made above. 


This ccp, however, ia filled with 


water and ia known by the name of the 
Cantadas lake. It is a great sheet of 
water of aarvekras depth and clearness. 


On this farther eud of the lake, and 


in the icteticr of this mater mountain 
of San Antonio, dwells the mysterious 
white race known as the Cantadae. Dis- 
trnstfnl, apparently, of the gaze of stran- 
gers, these people of the mountain sel- 
dom leave tneir Habitations during day- 
time, and en the slightest alarm of 
visitors they seek the shelter of the rook. 
Bat by biaiag on the opposite cliffs un- 
til evtciag aed with the aid ef 
it is possible to get a good view of 
whea they begin at scisset to gather on 
the grassy roeadcw -which fronts the 
epealcg of the caves aod extends down 
to the wawr's edge. 


Beautiful, fair haired, white skinned 


girls, clad in flowing white linen gar- 
xaecta, which ecaicely coaceal the sinn- 
ons beuoty of perfect grace and form, 
once cat to v?asb linen in the lake and 
to sport on the cool green grass. Xbe 
aatn, too, aw shoply dressed in much 
the same way, their white li&es gar- 
ments facing admirably suited to the 
tropic chrnate. Many other signs of a 
bsgb degree cf civilization appear, and 
item certain points near the summit of 
San Antonio it is possible, with the aid 
of etocngr glasses, to catch glimpses 
throngli fissures here osa there in the 
wall of rock of the twin mountain, of 
abeep and cattle grazing, of green fields 
and teees and of white, flat roofed houses 
rantiing parallel wittt one awrthcr, all 
brilliantly lighted by the ran, and there- 
fore leading to the belief that the inte- 
rior of this sister mon itain of San An- 
tonio mast be hollowed ont into some 
valley, pcsfibly the crater of an extinct 
•iolcano, wLicb, tbtoogh some freak of 
nature, has been converted from barren 
basalt and lava into grawy and fertile 
slope*. 


An intrepid explorer would not have 


great difficulty in reaching the Cantadaa 
people. All that would be necessary 
would be to ascend the San Antonio 


one reached the cliffs that overhang the 
Cantadas lake, to imvc oneself lowered 
by mean* of a rope to the gnrface of tne 
iattar and then to swim across the lake, 
which may be auyjrbere from four to 
six mile* in lengil*. 
• Certain scientists who have investi- 
gated tbe tradition aud I'amors that el- 
i*t about rhe Cantadaa among the in- 
habitant*, African and Portngnese, of 
tbe Cape Verde islands, are inclined to 
tba belief that they are of Cornish 
origin.

CANNED GOODS. 


The Mart flacswMt «od Extent™ Kiad* 


of Adulteration An Practiced. 


Under one heading we may consider 


several groups of food stuffs, which, 
while different in composition, are alike 
in tbe form of adulteration which is re- 
sorted to These groups include the va- 
rieties of canned vegetables, fruit but- 
ters, jellies, preserves and catchups. The 
forms of adulterations common to all 
of these consist in tbe use of coloring 
matter, cf imperfect 
vegetables or 


fruits, of other fruits and vegetables 
than those called for or of preservatives. 
In tbe case cf canned vegetables there ia 
an accidental adulteration from tbe in- 
gredipnte r.f (he csn, sneh as lead acd 
tin, and v?bich may, as a rule, be at- 
tributed to a lack of care in cacning. 


In all of tbe groups mentioned tbe 


adolt&rauca piactic-ed is of the roost 
flagrant ^nd extensive kind. Catchnps 
are made cf skins acd cores instead of 
the pure vegetables, then colored with 
a eoal tsr product sod loaded with sali- 
cylic acid to prevent fermentation. 
Fruit butters are nothing bnt parings 
aad scrapings of fruit to which glucose, 
starch and coloring have been added, 
with salicylic acid as a preservative. 
Jellies are made frcm glucose flavored 
with essential oils and colored, to which 
salicylic acid is added. Some fruit jel- 
lies marked as pure have never seen a 
trace of fruit What is true of jellies is 
true of preserves. Put together refuse 
material, the cheapest sort of glucose, 
some coloring and salicylic acid, and 
yon have ths composition of some of tbe 
cheaper forms of preserves that arc to 
be found on the shelves of some of our 
grocery stores. Of these coarser forms 
of adulterations it will be unnecessary 
to say even a word. They are universal- 
ly recognized as unfit to be used, and 
every honest dealer is of the opinion 
that the sooner they are driven ont of 
tbe market the better it will be for 
trade.—Sanitarian.

The inhabitants of St. Lucia, one of 


the British West India islands, have 
discovered a most wonderful plant It 
grows in a cavern in an immense basin 
of brackish water that baa overflowed 
from the sea.

Speaking cf maple engar bring* to 


mind the fact thai there u no product 
of the farm concerning wijiuh there is 
greater ignorance on thw part of ooc- 
sumers than m<»i>]« rogar and sirup. It 
seems to be almost the universal opinion 
tha; maple sirup to be genuine must 1* 
dark in oclor and cf a thick, heavy 
body. I have carefully studied this mat- 
ter, and I am convinced that dealers in 
large towns and cities are largely re- 
sponsible for thu. ilaplo fcirup ib cue of 
the easiest things to "doctor." For in- 
stance, a gallon of strictly pure, light 
colored maple drop if received, and for- 
eign fcdbstanoes, as cane sugar or glu- 
cose, are added and three gallons mode, 
and all are branded "pure maple sirup." 


Some years ago I stepped into a gro- 


cery store in the city of Denver and in- 
quired if they bad any genuine maple 
sirup. "Oh, yes"—and I was shown 
cans branded "pure Vermont maple 
sirup." I asked tbe grocer if he would 
kindly let me taste a sample. He did 
•o, and as I looked up I suspect he be- 
gan to "smell mice ' and asked if I was 
a manufacturer of the article. I said, 
"Yes, and I ship it every spring to 
your city." Seeing he was fairly 
caught, he said: "The fact is I cannot 
fool yon, I sea This simp of oars was 
probably made in Chicago." 


Last spring I sent a gallon by re- 


quest to a pastor of a church ia Brook- 
lyn who in his boyhood days used to 
live on a farm in Cbenango county and 
knew what real maple sirup was. We 
sent him a gallon of early make, of a 
light amber shade, and at once received ! 
word that the sirnp was entirely ahead ' 
of any be had ever seen, and that it | 
was an utter impossibility to procure 
such in the city. 


Why is it impossible? I know fine 


sirop is made and shipped. Tbe fact 
is, as I said before, tbe consumer is not 
allowed to taste that fine, light colored, 
genuinely pure article, for once he gets 
a taste of it the trade for the bogus ar- 
ticle is gone. A few days ago a friend 
told me he sent a pound of fine sugar, 
made by one of our farmers, to his 
mother in Baltimore. The cake weighed 
Hi ounces, and as it went by mail it -. 
cost him 18 cents postage. The letter 
carrier who delivered it said it must be 
something valuable to pay so much 
postage. Tbe lady said she could guess 
what it was. It was u cake of maple 
sugar her boy had sent her from New 
York. 


As the carrier lived close by the lady 


told him to come in daring the evening 
and she would show him something 
good. He did so, but the moment he 
saw it he sajd: "Yon can't fool me. 
That isn't maple sugar. Maple sugar ia 
always black." She chopped off a cor- 
ner and told him to sample it. He de- 
clared he had never seen maple sugar 
before and wanted the lady to write 
and order him 100 ponnda The sugar 
was shipped, cash received, and one 
man learned that maple sugar, in order 
to be genuine, need not be black as a 
stovepipe.—Country Gentleman.

is rent so higJi as at Gibraltar, the rea- 
son being that the geographical posi- 
tion of tbe town precludes the possibil- 
ity of its being extended in any dirtc- 
tion. A long, narrow strip of what was 
once seaheach is alone available for 
building purposes. All the rest is pre- 
cipitous rook. 


Upon this narrow parapet, in some 


cases less than 100 yards in width, are 
crowded the boraes of 25,000 people. 
As much as £!0aweefc is asked aud 
obtained for Che use of one small room, 
and this, too, in a place where the nor- 
mal rate of wuge» is quite 10 per cent 
less than in America. Naturally the 
overcrowding is fearful, and, the wat* r 
supply being scarce and intermittent, 
cleanliness of living as we understand 
it is almost impossible.

In Malta, on the other b^nrt, hnnae 


rent is ridiculously cheap. Anywhere 
outside of Valetta an excellent seven 
room house can be had for f 15 a year, 
while rates and taxes are unknown. 
The houses are built entirely of the 
cream colored stone of which tbe island 
is composed, and which is so soft that 
it can be cat with a saw into blocks cr 
slabs of any desired size or shape. So 
•wbilo the Maltese builder is digging up 
his foundation he is at the same timo 
getticK ont the material for his walls, 
his flooring and his roof.—Philadelphia 
Inquirer.

priced flour that he needs so badly to 
subsist bis family on; nor do they 
consider for a moment that this ad- 
vance in tbe price of wheat is not 
by reason of an increase in the vol- 
ume of standard money, nor do they 
think for a moment that there is a 
cause, outside of the claim that it is 
done by McKinley. Well, there is a 
cause—that of supply and demand. 
India's wheat crop is a failure, and a 
shortage exists in Bussla and all 
European wheat growing countries; 
while tbe United States baa more 
than an average crop. As Europe 
does not raise enough to supply their 
people they are compelled to buy ot 
other nations. Products are con- 
trolled by tbe law of supply and de- 
mand, tbe same as money. When 
tbe world's production to short, prices 
go up; when the production is more 
than an average, the prices go down. 
When the world's supply of metallic 
money is reduced to gold, the price 
of money goes up and the price of 
products down; when the supply of 
money la increased, by the UK of both 
gold and silver, the price of money 
goes down and the price of products 
go up; when both metals are made 
use of all things are favorable to the 
producer*, including farmer, laborer, 
mechanic, clerk, merchant, manu- 
facturer, and against the 
money 


changers. When gold only is used as 
tbe basic money, then everything is 
in favor ot tne money changers, and 
against the producers of all classes. 


There are two planes of prices—one 


under tbe bimetallic or gold and sil- 
ver standard, with wheat at 11.25 per 
bushel, and all other products in pro 
portion, and the other under the gold 
standard, with wheat at 60 cents per 
bushel, and all other commodities in 
proportion. 
From each of these 


planes prices will vary, owing to the 
supply asd demand for products. 
For example: In 1872 tbe population 
of tbe United States was 40,596,000; 
the wheat crop amounted to 249,997. 
100 bushels. It took of this 189,443, 
000 bushels to supply our people, and 
left 60,548,000 bushels to sell to for- 
eiga countries. The demand for that 
wheat placed tbe price on what we 
used, which was 11.25 per bushel. 
This price is arrived at by the esti- 
mates ot the production of all wheat 
growing nations of tbe world. In 
1874 oar population was estimated at 
42,796,000 (United States reports) and 
our wheat crop at 308,102,700 bush- 
els. Of this it took 200,000,000 bush 
els for our consumption, leaving 108, 
102,700 bushels to sell abroad. The 
estimate on tbe world's production 
placed tbe average price of wheat at 
94} cents per bushel. I give these 
figures to show that fluctuation tock 
place under bimetallism, ana it is to 
be looked for under monometallism, 
varying according to the supply and 
demand. 
If 
all nations would 


pass a law against the use of wheat 
then it would sell for little or noth- 
ing, and then ^ass a law compelling 
everybody to use corn, then corn 
would go up, tbe United States 
would do a wonderful buninesa and 
Europe would pay for It. 


If none of the nations minted sil- 


ver it would sell for very little. If 
none of them would use gold for 
money it would be worth but little. 
All of the nations of Europe and the 
United States have enriched En- 
gland's gold possessions by den-oBett?- 
Ing silver. 
What • difference it 


would make if all the nations In the 
world would demonetize gold and re 
monetize silver. Then the United 
States would grow rich at the ex- 
pense of Europe Let as look after 
the Interests of our own country the 
remainder of our days by voting for 
free *U?er, and prolong the days of 
usefulnem of a free government to 
the coming generations.

Believed the Miuiuoarlc* »n<l Broke Open 


the l»ri*oi>. 


Cousnl Juruos H. Madden, an Illinois 


man, baa come to be known among 
Americans abroad as a model of his 
calling. He ia located at Smyrna. He 
has no knowledge of the Turkish lan- 
guage, but ia abundantly supplied with 
energetic English. 


Two of his latest diplomatic acta 


tiave been ]ust described to the state 
department people at Washington by 
appreciative observers. One account 
comes from missionaries. They had 
been gathering clothes for sufferers in 
the interior. 


The Turkish officers at the wharf re- 


fused to pass charity boxes, demanding 
information of the exact nature of the 
contents. 


Madden came down, listened to the 


story of the missionaries, got into a 
towering rage, swore out of all propor- 
tion to the occasion, the religious folks 
thought, and directed the Turks to pat 
the boxes aboard the steamer. This was 
done, to the amazement of the bystand- 
ers, without remonstvance from tho 
Ottoman officials. The other incident 
is even more exciting. 


An "American citizen," or, as the 


expression is in that locality, "Ameri- 
can citizen for protection and Turk fox 
revenue," had been incarcerated in the 
Smyrna jail for some petty offense. 


Doubtless he was guilty enough, bnt 


he was an American citizen. Madden 
demanded the release of the American. 
The request was parried. He then de- 
manded a trial of the prisoner or his 
release. He stormed a little in the lan- 
guage none of them understood and got 
his native vice consul, Ezra Davee, who 
has been attached to the consulate since 
1833, to notify the town authorities 
that the consul gave them two days to 
do something, and then, if the Ameri- 
can citizen was still in jail, the consul 
would come down and take him out. 


Accompanied by a stalwart person, 


armed with a sledge, he visited the 
prison, broke down the door of the 
American's cell and let him go free.— 
St Lonia Post-Dispatch.

These fish charmers are termed abraia 


man, arid their charm holds good for that 
day only, for at night they dissolve the 
charms BO that the fishes can work mis- 
chief at their will. These abraiaman know 
also how to charm beasts and birds rand 
every living thing. When the men have 
got into the small boats, they juoip into 
the water and dive to the bottom, which 
may be at a depth of from 4 to 12 fathoms, 
and there they remain as long as they are 
able, and there they find the shells that 
contain the pearls, ai.d these they put into 


net bag tied round the waist and mount 


up to the surface with them and then 
dive anew. When they can't hold their 
breuth any longer, they oonie up again, 
and after a little down they go once more, 
and so they go on all day. 
These shells 


are in shape like oysters or sea hoods, and 
in these shells are found pearls, great and 
small, of every fcind, sticking in the flesh 
of the sheliflsh. 


In this manner pearls are fished in great 


quantities, for thence, in fact, come the 
pearls which arc spread all over the world. 
And the king of that state hath a very 
great receipt, and treasure from his due? 
upon those pearls. — "The True Story of 
Marco Polo," ty Noah Brooks, in 
Nicholas.

The Klr.t Kngliah Duke.
